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II. INTRODUCTION: CURRICULUM CHECK LISTS 



The Secondary Language Arts Curriculum Committee felt that it was vitol to have a workable 
lormot for student goals at each grade level. It was decided that a check list format would best 
meet the teochers' needs* It enables a teacher to see quickly what should be covered at a given 
grade level, ond allows a teacher to check items off as a student meets a desired gooU 

Each teacher will be provided with sufficient check lists to keep a record of eoch individual 
student's progress^ As a student changes grades and/or moves to a different school, the check 
lists for the grodtts he has completed artd/or the grade he is in, will be sent to his new language 
orts teacher* This witi help the teocher to assess quickly the strengths and weaknesses of eoch 
student. 

The check list gools ore minimal for each grade level. If a teacher feels a student has reached 
the desired goals for his grade level, that teacher is urged to estoblish further goals for thot stu- 
dent in the areas of listening, speaking, reading, and writing. 

Each student should be aware of the goals for each grade level, and he should be actively in- 
volved in the marking of the check list so he knOws his standing at oil times. Check lists may 
olso be used during parent conferences so the parents will hove on idea of the student's occom* 
plishment.

In the past, many teochers hove found it difficult to choose a full-length literature selection 
to be taught in class because many of the students hod studied the selected book at some earlier 
grode level. Therefore, in an attempt to alleviate some of these problems, the Secondary Lan- 
guage Arts Curriculum Committee devised the Graded Literature Lists, 

A list of books of literory merit has been des- 
ignated for each grade level. Each list is comprised 
of books at vorjous reading levels and interest 
levels so that q teocher may choose a book suit* 
oble for the students he has in eoch of his classes. 
A teocher moy choose any of the books on the list 
for class study at the appropriate grade level of 
his students, but he may not choose a book from 
any of the lists for the other grode levels* This 
assures each teacher that the book he chooses to 
teach has not already been covered in some previ- 
ous longuoge arts closs in the Gallup-McKintey 
County Public Schools. 

Most of the books on each list hove been mark* 
ed according to reading levul and interest level. 
Although these markings ore arbitrary, they should 
help the language arts teacher in selecting a book 
oppropriate for his students. 

Please keep in mind that this is a temporary list only end ic subject to chonge* Books that 
ore not chosen for class study should be strongly recommended for independent reading at eoch 
grade level.

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X. COURSE DESCRIPTIONS FOR AN ELECTIVE LANGUAGE ARTS PROGRAM 



Gollup High School is initiating an elective program similar to APEX in the spring of 1974. 
The courses to be offered ore designed to meet the needs and interests of the Got tup High School 
students. This information wos obtained from the students* comments an the Student Attitude 
Questionnaire survey which was conducted in the Spring of 1973. The courses will be revised, or 
new courses will be added, to meet the changing needs and interests of the students* 

Although each student may select oil the 
courses he takes, there ore minimum require- 
ments regarding the types of courses he may 
choose. Out of the twelve units he must suc- 
cessfully complete in three years of high school 
English, the student must include the following: 

3 units of literature 
3 units of composition 
2 units of speech 

This oHows the student four elective units in 
any area of the program. 

If this program *^ successful, other schools 
may hove the option of adopting on elective 
program. 

Following is a tentative list of course de- 
scriptions to be offered. Each course descrip* 
tion includes a phase designation to indicate 

the level of difficulty. These range from phase 1 (easiest level) to phase 5 (most difficult level)* 
The phases ore to help the student in selecting the courses in which he is interested ond those 
in which he can hope to succeed, according to his English abilities.

The main 
emphasis will be on writing various types of compositions. 

Reseorch Poper 

This course will be a thorou^ study of the 'Sns" and "duts" of writing a complete re- 
seorch poper. It will include researching o topic^ taking notes, outlining a research poper, 
setting up footnotes and a bibliography, and writing the research paper itself. 

Heroes— Men, Supennen, or Villains? Phases 3,4,5 

What is 0 hero? Who decides a mon is a hero? Can a "bod guy" also be a hero? These ore 
just 0 few of the questions thi t this course will seek to answer through studying vorious 
people's ideas obout heroes and studying heroes present and post. Bring your white hots! 

(Poired with Mythology ond Folklore ) 

Mythology and Folklore Pha ses 2,3,4 

What is o myth? What is folklore? This course will be a study of the myths of the Greeks 
and Romans, the British, the Scandinavians, and the folklore of the United States to dis* 
cover the answers to these questions and to determine the role of mythology and folklore 
in various cultures* 

Grobbing English by the Ears Phases 1*3 

A course in understanding some bosic elements of English as on adopted tongue-^^root 
words, prefixes, suffixes, sounds of phonetic alphabet, etc. Lots of converse ti one I fun such 
OS role playing and telephoning. 
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"Rite'ond Soy if "Rite" Phoses 3>5

How would you 
spend your time if you were imprisoned? Yk.u ore a soldier about to foce combat. How do 
you feel? These are some of the questions that you will answer in this course while you 
discover who you ore. 

Understonding Other People Phases 1*2 

How do jurors feel ot a trial? Why do people gamble? How do people react to prejudice? 
Why? Whot mokes a punch drunk fighter stay in the ring? These ore some of the questions 
thot you should be able to answer after reading and octing some of the ploys in this course. 

Love and Trogedy Phases 3>5 

Is love tragedy? Is hoppiness a trogic love offbir? Is trogedy love? You should hove some 
opinion on these questions after you explore love and tragedy in literature. 

Shakespeare on Love and Tragedy Phases 3-5

SECCNDARY LANGUAGE ARTS STUDY COMMITTEE 



The Lanniafre Arts Study Committee was formed as a result of 
the work of a prroTix) of teachers, librarians, students, consultants, 
and administrators who participated in the Instructional Development 
Institute (IDI) held in the Sprlnp: of 1972. This p;roup set up the 
Lanruap-e Arts Study Committee to revise the lang:uage arts curriculum— 
kl'^derp-arten throueih twelfth parade for the entire district. Since 
October 12, 1972, the Secondary Languap;e Arts Study Committee has 
been working on this ob.iective and coord inatinis; its efforts with 
tho5;e of the elementary teachers and consultants. In addition 
to this central committee of secondary and elementary teachers 
ani consultants, there were sub-committees of librarians, students, 
arid nrincinals. The students have worked in close conjunction 
with the secondary section of the central committee. The sub- 
committee of librarians has coordinated its work with both sections 
of the central committee. 

Thf^ s<=»condary committee has met on the following dates: 



At these meetings, the secondary teacher and student repre- 
sentatives worked on revising the language arts curriculum for 
Trades 7-12, In an effort to make realistic and relevant revi- 
sions, the members devised two student surveys to be taken in all 
of the secondary schools in the district. The first survey was 
conducted to rather a list of the students* favorite books. The 
result?: were comrilf^d for use in the lanp:uaiH:e arts curriculum 
Fuide for p-rades 7-12. The second survey was in the form of 
a 5:tudent nftitude Questionnaire. Prom the responses on the 
questionnaire, the secondary committee was able to ascertain 
the strengths and weaknesses of the present lane^uape arts pro- 
»'-ram from the students* point of view. The results of this sur- 
vey were particularly revealing: and beneficial to the work of 
the committee. 

In addition to the refcular meetings of the Secondary Commit- 
tee of the lanp-uafre Arts Study Committee, there have been several 
special meetinprs for all secondary language arts teachers. On 
January '51, 1^73 the Gallu p Independent sponsored a seminar on 
'-.'^wspaners in the classroom at the Shalimar Inn, Representatives 
from each of the district's secondary schools attended workshops 
conducted by i-awana Trout on March 20, 1973. Miss Trout, who 
wan Teacher of the Year in 1965, is one of the editors of Holt, 
Rinehart, Winston's Impact series. She has also been a .<ruest 
lecturer at the Conference on Anglo-American English. Miss 
Maryann Goodrich of Educational Consulting Associates, Inc. 
conducted an excitinp; workshop on new and innovative ways to 
individual i'/.e language arts instruction. This workshop was 
held at the Holiday Inn on March 27, 1973.
